OLD CHINA! 

First lady welcomed to Muswell Hill

PUPILS at a Haringey school helped 
Britain’s charm offensive with China 
last week when the country’s first lady 
and wife of president Xi Jinping paid 
them a visit. 

Students at Fortismere School, in Muswell 
Hill, contributed towards the improved diplo¬ 
matic relations and trade ties between the two 
countries when they entertained Peng Liyuan, 
who was on a four-day state visit to the UK 
with her husband. 

She tapped her hands as the youngsters 
performed traditional Chinese songs and 
poetry for her in Mandarin during the visit 
last Wednesday. 

Mrs Peng is an ambassador for children’s 
education and a famous singer in China. 

She was accompanied by education minis¬ 
ter Nick Gibb, who is involved in a Shanghai 
maths teacher exchange. 

As children from Year 9 performed a tradi¬ 
tional Chinese song, Where are My Friends, 
which helps them learn numbers in Chinese, 
Mrs Peng tapped her hands in rhythm. 

Pupils from Year 8 also performed an 
educational song called Body Parts. 


She was welcomed to the school by head 
boy Charlie Lumsden, 17, from Haringey, 
Mabel Canham, 17, from Muswell Hill, who 
gained an A* in her Mandarin GCSE, and 11- 
year-old Esme Charlesworth, from Finsbury 
Park, who intends learning the language. 

Mrs Peng told the students: “I understood 
everything you said and your songs and 
poems.” 

And she told them if they had the chance to 
speak to people in China their language 
would improve even more. 

Pupils started learning Mandarin at the 
school, in Tetherdown, in 2008 and partici¬ 
pate in exchanges with a school in the Chi¬ 
nese capital, Beijing. 

Charlie Lumsden said: “I stayed with a 
family out there and it was good to see each 
other’s culture.” 

Mrs Peng also joined a class of girls to 
discuss culture and the status of women. 

She told them: “There is a gap between 
male and female leaders, but I suppose in 
some parts of the world it is similar.” 

The pupils, from a range of classes, asked 
her questions in Mandarin. 

Afterwards their teacher Adam Moorman 
said: “They were excellent. Em very proud of 
them, they had excellent Chinese.”

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Robbers behind bars 


TWO violent robbers 
captured by armed police as 
they tried to make a 
getaway with cash stolen 
from a Wood Green betting 
shop were sentenced to a 
total of six years behind 
bars last week. 

Flying Squad officers 
swooped on Paddy Power 
bookmakers in Lordship 
Lane after an eyewitness 
saw the duo ambush a 
member of staff at the 
bookies as he arrived to 
unlock the premises on the 
morning of September 7 
earlier this year. 


The worker was bundled 
inside by balaclava-clad 
Ziggy Brown, 29, and 
18-year-old Ozgur Salih. 

His jacket was pulled 
over his face and he was 
threatened and forced 
to hand over the keys to 
the safe. 

As police arrived the 
robbers ran from the back 
of the premises and were 
quickly caught and arrested. 

Brown, of no fixed abode, 
was jailed for four years at 
Wood Green Crown Court 
on Wednesday and Salih, of 
Doveridge Gardens, Enfield, 


was sentenced to two 
years in a detention centre 
after both pleaded guilty 
to robbery. 

Detective Inspector Nick 
Blackburn, of the Flying 
Squad, said: “They put the 
victim through a terrifying 
ordeal and this sentencing 
should send a strong message 
to those considering 
involvement in commercial 
robbery. I would like to 
thank the member of the 
public who witnessed the 
offence and rang police to 
ensure these two men 
were apprehended.”

Ttial date is fixed for Maoist 
cult leader over rape charges

THE trial of a Maoist cult leader 
accused of raping and imprison¬ 
ing three of his followers over the 
course of 30 years is scheduled to 
begin next month. 

At a pre-trial hearing at 
Southwark Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day, the trial date was set for 
November 11. 

Aravindan Balakrishnan, 75, of 
Latymer Road, Edmonton, denies 
19 counts of indecent assault, 
one count of cruelty to a 
person under the age of 16, four 
counts of rape and one count of 
false imprisonment. 

He was charged with the series 
of offences after police arrested 
him at his home in Brixton, south 
London, in 2013. 

All the charges relate to three 


women, one British, one Irish 
and one Malaysian, and are said 
to have taken place over the 
course of 30 years, between 1980 
and 2013. 

It is alleged that the women 
were part of a communist cult 
which Balakrishnan had formed 
in the 1970s and were being held 
against their will as part of a 
political collective. 

Appearing in the dock at South¬ 
wark Crown Court dressed in grey 
trousers and a blue jacket and 
carrying a plastic carrier bag, he 
spoke only to confirm his name. 

He was permitted by the judge 
to leave the dock and sit at the 
back of the court beside his solic¬ 
itor as he complained of not 
being able to hear proceedings. 

He remains on bail. 

The trial is expected to last for 
four weeks.

“I WORRY about today’s Londoners, 
I worry that they won’t have the 
chance to fulfil their potential,” Sadiq 
Khan says as the Advertiser's first 
interview with the Labour mayoral 
contender draws to a close. 

“London gave me and my family 
the chance to fulfil our potential. My 
dad is an immigrant as is my mum, 
but to fulfil your potential you need 
things like an affordable home to live 
in and the ability to travel cheaply 
wherever you like in the capital.” 

The implication is that another four 
years of Conservative rule at City 
Hall would see an end to the social 
mobility that Mr Khan and his family 
benefited from thanks to the security 
that their council home, good local 
schools and easy transport links 
gave them. 

The battle to follow Boris Johnson 
as Mayor of London is already being 
framed in terms of a council-estate 
kid made good versus privileged Tory 
Zac Goldsmith, heir to a different 
kind of estate altogether. 

But, despite their differing back¬ 
grounds, both candidates have 
been quick to prove their social 
mobility credentials. 

For example, listed among Mr 
Khan’s “priorities for London” is a 
pledge to create a London Living 
Rent - but how could this work? 

Not only would the figure have to 
be calculated differently for each 
zone, but the six-figure sums of some 
Londoners would drown out the min¬ 
imum wage pay of others. 

“In Enfield, you have a really good 
London Assembly member in Joanne 
McCartney and she would be arguing 
with me and lobbying me to ensure 
that it would be a real living rent that 
everyone could afford,” he insists. 

But would implementing rent con¬ 
trols be fairer and easier? 

“I don’t have the power to do that, 
but I will be lobbying government for 
that power,” says Mr Khan, who has 
been the MP for Tooting since 2005. 

Sitting in the heart of Capel Manor’s 
manor house, tucked away in the 
grounds of the horticultural college, 
the thundering HGVs of Bullsmoor 
Lane seem distant - but step outside 


the gates and the concerns of resi¬ 
dents living around the road on the 
other side of the A10 becomes clear - 
traffic tails back from the junction 


with the Great Cambridge Road as 
far as the entrance gates. 

The MP for the area, Enfield North’s 
Joan Ryan, sits beside Mr Khan. She 


has been vocal in her support for the 
campaign to build a slip road from 
the M25 directly to Mollison Avenue, 
which would by-pass the residential 
streets off Bullsmoor Lane. 

Does Mr Khan support the pro¬ 
posal? “I do think you can address the 
issues of air quality but also make 
sure that we keep getting the jobs and 
growth that this community needs,” 
he says. 

But what about congestion as a 
whole in the capital - would he 
get tough on air pollution in London 
by extending the congestion zone, 
for example? 

“No,” he is emphatic, adding: 
“There would be no extension to the 
congestion charge. 

“The zone was put there to reduce 
congestion in central London and to 
bring in revenues that would improve 
public transport. I’m not in favour of 
extending the congestion charge, but 
I am in favour of extending the ultra 
low emission zone.” 

But with a promised fare freeze on 
public transport for four years and no 
extension to the congestion charging 


zone, how would he pay for the trans¬ 
port infrastructure improvements 
London needs? 

“I was minister for transport in the 
Labour government and that included 
London,” he says. “I was the minister 
in charge of Crossrail. I was the min¬ 
ister in charge of both cycling and 
buses, so I know a little bit about 
transport in London and I know that 
what we can do is to encourage peo¬ 
ple to use public transport and in 
order for them to do that. It has got to 
be affordable.” 

The seven months until the mayoral 
election in May next year will see 
battles framed around the contrasting 
backgrounds and styles of the candi¬ 
dates - Mr Khan, a quick-talking 
campaign-hardened politician, versus 
the environmental campaigner and 
Conservative poster boy, complete 
with private school polish. 

In London, voters could relate to 
Mr Khan’s upbringing. On the other 
hand, there could be just as great a 
number keen to keep the status quo 
and have another blond old Etonian at 
the helm in the capital.

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Mental health services 
under the microscope 

TV cameras invited in for Panorama production

A HEALTH trust which cares for 
patients in Enfield has featured in a BBC 
programme which examined the pres¬ 
sures facing mental health services. 

Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Mental 
Health Trust allowed the cameras from 
Panorama in to look at the experience of 
patients as they go through the system. 
The trust is responsible for a population 


of one million in Enfield and the neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs of Barnet and Haringey 
and is a major employer, with 2,800 staff. 

Reporters visited the trust over several 
months to see how it spends its annual 
income of £190million. 

The current affairs programme wanted 
to look at the impact the reduction of bed 
numbers had on health care and how 
staff decided who to admit or send home. 

A Panorama spokesman said: “We 
filmed with the nurses as they dealt with 


the suicidal, aggressive and the isolated 
in the community and heard how the sys¬ 
tem is so overloaded and other support 
services so decimated that staff feel they 
often struggle to meet all their patients’ 
needs.” 

Maria Kane, chief executive of Barnet, 
Enfield and Haringey Mental Health 
Trust, said: “The documentary was a fair 
portrayal of what it is like for staff on the 
front line, in acute care, in the community 
and for the bed management teams facing 
the pressures of increasing admissions.” 

She thought that the programme cap¬ 
tured some of the challenges faced by 
staff and said it put mental health 
squarely on the national agenda. 

One of the trust’s clinical directors 
Katrin Edelman said: “Every day we try 
to provide the very best care for our 
patients. We help them to recovery.” 

The TV cameras visited patients in 
hospital and in the community. 

Crews also filmed people who were 
brought in under a Section 136 order, 
which allows police to take people they 
believe have mental health problems to a 
place of safety where they can be 
detained for up to 72 hours while they 
get a mental health assessment. 

Panorama’s Britain’s Mental Health 
Crisis was screened on Monday night 
and is now available on BBC iPlayer.

‘You’ve bin wasting our money’

FINANCE chiefs have hit back at Tory claims that 
residents’ money is being squandered on new secu¬ 
rity measures designed to protect the council’s fleet 
of bin lorries. 

Joanne Laban, the deputy leader of the Conserva¬ 
tive group on Enfield Council, accused the local 
authority of squandering nearly £500,000 on new 
security equipment at the Morson Road transport 
depot, in Ponders End. 

She slammed the £419,950 which councillors 
have agreed to spend on installing CCTV cameras, 
saying that the investment should have been made 
when the local authority bought the depot in 2013. 

“This shows that when it really wants to the 
Labour council can find the money,” she said. 

“We often hear the council blaming the govern¬ 
ment for lack of funds, but then it can pull £419,950 
out of he bag for security on a site that some people 
might not know exists.” 

But council bosses have poured cold water on 
her criticism, telling the Advertiser that the funds 
come from the capital budget rather than the 
revenue budget. 

A council spokesman said that with the “£10mil- 
lion of equipment housed at the depot it would be a 
false economy to scrimp on making sure the site is 
theft-proof”. 

He added: “As part of wider efforts to review 
expenditure across the council’s operations, we will 
be investing in a one-off payment to improve CCTV 
coverage across the depot and increasing security at 
the depot’s access points. 

“This one-off payment will enable us to save 
money by reducing on-site security patrols and 
demonstrates that we are adopting sensible, propor¬ 
tionate and responsible steps to protect our 
assets and prevent possible financial loss and dis¬ 
ruption to services at a time when our budgets are 
being squeezed.”

Wake up and fight for our libraries and museums

D OUG Taylor bleats on 
once again in his last 
column about cuts, 
without acknowledging two 
inescapable facts. 

First, Labour in government by 
its profligacy and excessive 
borrowing caused the present 
crisis in the public accounts. 

Secondly, and more 
importantly, the public rejected 
these arguments in May and 
elected a majority Conservative 
government with a manifesto 
commitment to continue austerity 
in order to reduce and eliminate 
the deficit. 

Mr Taylor implies that 
Conservatives are saying that cuts 
can be avoided. We have never 
said this - on the contrary we 
were pressing his administration 
between 2010/14 to plan ahead, 
but they buried their heads in the 
sand confident that a Miliband 
government would be elected. 

Fortunately, the electorate saw 
through Mr Miliband and Mr 
Balls’ smoke and mirrors 
economy. It’s intriguing to read 
Mr Taylor’s assertion about 
investing in the future. Is the 
£3.5million spent purchasing 
Slomans Farm without it going to 
market an example of wise 
investing, or perhaps he has in 
mind the exorbitant minimum 
£26m to purchase leasehold a 
highways depot that should have 
been bought freehold for a third 
of that, or the £400k on a failed, 
needless and unwanted landlords 
registration scheme? 

We can but hope that, to 
use the cliche, “lessons will 
be learned”. I somehow doubt 
it, however. 


EACH time I visit the John Jackson 
Library, in Bush Hill Park, I think that 
it may be the last time I will be able to 
borrow books and audio tapes, or use 
the IT facilities. 

The council’s plans for library 
restructuring are going ahead and our 
local library will never be the same 
again. At best there may be a much 
inferior facility on the site in the future 
run by volunteers. 

Where these volunteers are going 
to come from I have no idea and 
neither do I suspect has the council.

Primary school’s former 
deputy head dies at 76

FRIENDS of a deputy head¬ 
teacher who dedicated his life to 
the education of young people 
in the borough are calling on 
those who knew him to get in 
touch in the wake of his death. 

John Lawrence, 76, of 
Clarence Road, Ponders End, 
died on Monday October 19. He 
had been suffering from cancer. 

He taught and was deputy 
head at Winchmore Primary 
School, now known as 
Highfield Primary School, in 
Highfield Road, Winchmore 
Hill, from 1971 to 1989. 

Graeme Jeal told the 
Advertiser that the two men had 
been friends since both were 
pupils at Tottenham Grammar 
School in the 1950s and 1960s. 

“He left Enfield and went to 
study teacher training in 
Southampton after school, but 
even when he wasn’t living 
here, we would always go on 
holiday together,” Graeme said. 

The duo set off together for 
Yugoslavia in 1964, a journey 
into the European communist 
bloc that whet their appetites for 
exploring far-flung places. 

“In the 1970s we travelled to 
Bali, Bangkok, Hong Kong,” 
Graeme added. 

“He loved travelling and one 
year, with another friend, we 
travelled to Hawaii. 

“He just loved new things and 


finding out about foreign places 
and people.” 

Graeme said that John’s 
extended circle of friends 
were devastated when he was 
diagnosed with prostate cancer 
last year. 

“But right to the very end, 
when he was very unwell, he 
would make the effort to come 
and meet a small group of 
friends every week in Enfield 
Town,” he said. 

And although John had retired 
from teaching, he would still 
meet ex-pupils wherever he 
went in the borough. 

“He was a regular customer at 
Holland and Barrett in Enfield 
Town and one day he was shop¬ 
ping when the sales assistant 
recognised him as her former 
teacher,” Graeme recalled. 

“He was thrilled that people 
remembered him so well and 
so fondly.” 

John also enjoyed journeys 
closer to home and was a 
particular fan of the 377 bus 
- a route he had campaigned 
to be kept when Transport for 
London threatened to axe it. 

It runs between Ponders End 
and Oakwood Underground 
station. 

Graeme wants to let former 
pupils and his friends know that 
a provisional date for John’s 
funeral has been set for 
November 9 at Enfield 
Crematorium, Great Cambridge 
Road, at 3pm. Fondly remembered: John Lawrence, who died earlier this month

0ver-50s leader slams 
‘unfair 1 GP pilot project 



‘Grossly unfair’: Enfield Over 50s Forum president Monty Meth

A PRESSURE group for older people 
has criticised a six-month pilot 
scheme offering 15,000 extra appoint¬ 
ments for patients if they travel to two 
GP surgeries. 

Enfield Clinical Commissioning 
Group has funded the extra appoint¬ 
ments at two surgeries in the borough - 
at Green Lanes Surgery, in Green Lanes, 
Winchmore Hill, and at Evergreen 
Primary Care Centre, in Smythe 
Close, Edmonton. 

The appointments are available until 
the end of March next year between 
4pm and 8pm on weekdays and between 
9am and 5pm on Saturdays. 

Patients can gain access to the service 
via their own GP practice if it is unable 
to offer an appointment within 48 hours 
or from the NHS 111 service, by 
dialling 111. 

However, the move was challenged by 
Enfield Over 50s Forum at the CCG’s 
governing board meeting two weeks ago. 

Monty Meth, the president of the 
forum, said the money would be better 
used if it was shared among all the GP 
surgeries across Enfield. 

“I fear that this surgery-open-all¬ 
hours facility for more than 300,000 
Enfield residents could be the beginning 
of the end of the long-standing personal 
and friendly relationship patients have 
always had with their local GPs.” 


He added: “We have to kill it before it 
kills us.” 

He said that 60 to 70 per cent of the 
cases at some appointments are taken up 
by elderly people, some of whom were 
frail and disabled, or mothers with 
young children, or patients with mental 
health problems. 

Mr Meth added: “Dragging them to a 
surgery miles away they do not know is 
a grossly unfair imposition and more 


likely to damage their health than 
improve it.” 

Dr Mo Abedi, Enfield CCG chairman, 
said it was “supporting this initiative to 
help improve access to GPs and to reduce 
pressure on busy A and E departments, 
especially as we approach the winter 
months when patients are more likely to 
become ill and need to be seen quickly.” 

The pilot will be evaluated with a 
view to commissioning the service. 


How to deal with a tricky situation...

In some cases the 
responsibility for paying for care falls on the NHS where you can show the person needing care has 
a “primary health need .We advised Vera to approach the Local Authority for help in putting together 
a care plan, because her husband needed care and she required support.We informed her that the 
council had a duty to carry out a financial assessment and Keith’s retirement income and savings up 
to a limit would be assessed as available to pay for care, but the property and their joint account 
would be disregarded. The property is ignored because Vera lives there and the joint savings would 
be disregarded in the means test because it is made up of money belonging solely to her. We advised 
Vera that Keith should resist any attempt by the Local Authority to take into account the value of his 
share in the flat he held jointly with their daughter to pay for his care.We said Keith’s share in the 
property had little or no value anyway because a propspective purchaser would not pay anything for 
a share in a flat that was occupied. 

We saw Keith the following week, and after assessing he had capacity, prepared a Lasting Power of 
Attorney appointing Vera and Sarah as his attorneys. Following the registration of the Lasting Power of 
Attorney at the Court of Protection,Vera and Sarah were able to get access to Keith’s bank accounts. 
Our clients took the opportunity to prepare Property Protection Trust Wills giving extra protection 
to their estates. 

The firms’s estate agency department successfully marketed the property for sale and found Keith and 
Vera a pleasant bungalow to move to close to wnere their daughter lived.

Who qualifies for the Right to Buy? 

If you’re a tenant and can answer ‘yes’ to the following questions, then you are likely to be eligible to 
buy your current home through Right to Buy:

TRAMPOLINING is for kids, bouncing up and 
down is not meant for anyone over the age of 13 - 
but if that’s the case, then why is a group of grown 
women methodically assembling mini-trampo¬ 
lines in the dark heart of an exercise studio? 

It turns out they are not getting ready for a 
children’s party - but rather setting up for a burst 
of intense rebounding, which involves performing 
a series of frankly improbable aerobics moves 
while trying (in my case) not to fall off the side of 
the trampoline. 

Boogie Bounce is a new fitness regime, 
brought to the Shogun martial arts studio, in 
Baker Street, Enfield, by Verity Stacey, a swim¬ 
ming coach at the David Lloyd centre, in Carter- 
hatch Lane, Enfield, and PE teacher at Forty Hill 
Primary School, in Forty Hill, Enfield. 

Hailed as the best form of exercise for anyone 
who wants to work up a sweat, but needs to pro¬ 
tect their joints, the exercise franchise, which is 
spreading through the nation in a similar pattern 
to Brazilian dance craze zumba, is aimed at help¬ 
ing people of all abilities get fit. 

Verity told the Advertiser that she became 
evangelical about the exercise after discovering it 
in the aftermath of her husband’s death. 

“I came out of that first class and just felt so 
uplifted,” she said. “I knew I had to bring this 
home, so people in Enfield could enjoy it.” 

Intrigued by the rising popularity of jumping 
around in the name of exercise embodied by 
Oxygen Freejump, a new trampolining park, in 
Acton, west London, where adults and children 
can jump over swathes of connected full-size 
trampolines, and seduced by the phrase “low 
impact”, I decided to join Verity for a session on 
a mini-trampoline.

we started bouncing. 

As someone who cycles to and from Alexandra 
Palace every day, I like to think I have a certain 
amount of power in my legs (those hills won’t 
climb themselves, after all) and I thought: 
“Bouncing, how hard can it be?” 

But it soon became apparent that bouncing, 
ironically, is not child’s play and, not to put too 
fine a point on it, before the warm-up was over I 


was not the only person glowing a tomato-hued 
shade of red with sweat liberally coating my skin 
at a frankly alarming rate. 

Faced with the prospect of bursting a blood 
vessel, I quickly made the executive decision to 
attempt all the exercises strictly at my own pace 
rather than try to match Verity’s speed at the head 
of the class. 

Even with a determinedly even-paced approach 
to the series of routines and sequences, bouncing 


up and down is a workout like no other. 

“I used to do Insanity high intensity workouts,” 
Verity added, “but I felt that it started to become 
a bit much on my knees and as this is low impact 
I felt it would be perfect not just for me - but for 
anyone coming back from injury.” 

With an appetite for unconventional exercise 
classes, the rebounding class will undoubtedly 
take off and anyone wishing to jump can contact

Teenager gets 
two years for 
raid on bookies 

AN Enfield teenager, one of two men 
who carried out a robbery on a 
bookmakers, is behind bars. 

Ozgur Salih, 18, of Doveridge 
Gardens, was sentenced to two years in 
a detention centre at Wood Green 
Court last Wednesday. 

Salih and Ziggy Brown, 29, were 
captured by armed police as they 
tried to make a getaway with stolen 
cash from the Paddy Power betting 
shop in Lordship Road, Wood Green, 
on the morning of September 7 earlier 
this year. 

They were caught after an eyewitness 
saw the two ambush a member of staff 
at the bookies as he arrived to unlock 
the premises.

NEARLY 57 years after his untimely death in a 
plane crash, fans of American rock ’n’ roll legend 
Buddy Holly continue to rave on. 

His notorious hiccuping vocals, innovative 
guitar riffs and distinctive sound created with his 
band, The Crickets, produced a string of chart¬ 
topping hits in Britain and America in the 1950s. 

They are recreated in a breathtaking show, 
Buddy Holly and the Crickets, at the Millfield 
Theatre in Silver Street, Edmonton, on Saturday. 

The show stars some of the finest actor musi¬ 
cians in the UK, whose combined West End cred¬ 
its include the stage shows Buddy, Lennon, 
Forbidden Planet and Jailhouse Rock. 

Wearing Holly’s trademark black-rimmed 
glasses, Jim Newman as Buddy and his fellow 
band members perform the timeless tunes so 
familiar to generations. 

That’ll Be the Day, Oh Boy, Peggy Sue, Rave 
On, True Love Ways, Not Fade Away and It’s So 
Easy are just some of the crowd-pleasers that are 
guaranteed to get the audience up and dancing 
in the aisles. 

The show tells in music and words Holly’s rapid 
rise to fame from wannabe rocker in small town 
Lubbock, Texas, to international rock ’n’ roll idol.

Spectre short 

SPECTRE (12A, 148 mins) 

D ANIEL Craig’s licence to kill as Ian Fleming’s 
suave secret agent comes full circle in this 
robust yet emotionally underpowered tale of 
espionage and dark family secrets that ends with a 
series of whimpers rather than an almighty bang. 

If Skyfall popped a cork on a muscular new era for 
007, becoming the highest grossing film of all time in 
the UK, then Spectre is the morning after when the 
champagne has gone flat, snacks are starting to go 
stale and someone has fallen asleep face down on 
the sofa. 

That could be any of the four screenwriters, who 
doze off after the tour-de-force opening sequence 
and allow plot holes and lapses in logic to pock their 
narrative. 

How can Bond travel around the globe unseen 
when he has nanobots in his blood so MI6 and the 
enemy can track his movements? 

Would a brilliant operative like Q really whip out 
his laptop on public transport and conduct 
vital forensic analysis without a second thought for 
security protocols? 

Death sequences are anti-climactic and the central 
love story barely smoulders. 

M (Ralph Fiennes) battles with political forces, 
including Max Denbigh (Andrew Scott), to protect 
the integrity of MI6 following a merger with MI5. 

A cryptic message reveals ghosts from Bond’s 
past and 007 follows a chain of evidence that 
leads to Dr Madeleine Swann (Lea Seydoux), 
daughter of fugitive Mr White (Jesper Christensen),

who was last seen in Quantum Of Solace. 

Aided by technical wizard Q (Ben Whishaw) and 
agent Eve Moneypenny (Naomie Harris), Bond 
criss-crosses the globe in his Aston Martin DB10, 
infiltrating a menacing organisation named SPECTRE, 
fronted by the enigmatic Franz Oberhauser 
(Christoph Waltz). 

Rome, Tokyo, Altaussee, in Austria, Tangier and 
London provide a picturesque backdrop to Bond’s 
escapades as he meets his physical match in 
henchman Mr Hinx (Dave Bautista). 

Spectre was always going to struggle to meet 
expectations, but it’s disappointing just how far short 
this 24th outing falls. 

At 148 minutes, the film overstays its welcome and 
a number of key scenes overrun, particularly the 
introduction of Waltz’s shadowy arch villain. 

Action set pieces, apart from the glorious opening 
salvo, lack power, sacrificing slam-bang thrills for 
ponderous exposition. 

Craig struts and swaggers through the melee, 
bedding beauties who seemingly self-combust with a 
single glance. 

Dame Judi Dench’s absence is palpable, but 
Fiennes and Whishaw are gifted expanded roles 
and come into their own, while Harris is surplus 
to requirements. 

When one of the characters rebukes Bond’s 
recklessness and tells the agent he has gone too far, 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

Spectre doesn’t go far enough.

Clubman’s a family favourite

M INI has gone back to the drawing board 
with the Clubman, finally shaking off the 
confusing single rear door that was on the 
wrong side for British roads. The new one is 
longer, wider and more practical, with a view to 
targeting the likes of the Audi Al. 

Under the bonnet you’ll find the latest tur¬ 
bocharged BMW Group engines, based on 500cc 
cylinders. You get 1.5-litre, three-cylinder options 
and 2.0-litre four-pots in both petrol and diesel - 
and all are as effective as a spring-loaded boxing 
glove alarm clock on your pillow. 

The front end is great, all curvaceous bonnet and 
cute round headlights. Move around to the sides 
and you’ll find the two completely normal doors 
on each stretched-looking flank. The back doesn’t 
share the same triumph of simplicity. It’s more of 
a mess, with light clusters and badging that just 
don’t work aesthetically, at least to these eyes. 
Splitting the “Clubman” lettering across the two 
doors leaves four letters on the left and three on the 
right. The OCD in me just isn’t OK with that. 
Mini is quite proud of this car’s 360-litre boot 


and it’s a fact that the Clubman makes the three- 
door Mini hatchback’s boot seem like a small 
handbag. There’s also a neat and little-known trick 
where the seats can be angled forwards, making 
them vertical, before re-securing them on brackets. 
That raises the potential to carry larger objects or 
increase that 360 litres to a level that at least equals 
the best in class. You can still use the Isofix child 
seat mounts when the rear seats are cantered 
forwards, too. 

Elsewhere there’s room for 1.5 and 1.0-litre bot¬ 
tles (at the same time) in the front door pockets. 
The glove box is larger than you’d expect and 
there’s an adjustable boot floor. 

Typically, the Clubman needs a bit of money 
spending on options to make it feel special. Navi¬ 
gation is standard, though, and you get the very 
impressive screen and iDrive interface, too. But 
the stereo, upholstery and wheels all benefit from 
upgrades if you can afford it. 

The steering is very quick and seems to get 
faster after leaving the straight-ahead. It’s easy to 
put too much lock on until you’re used to it. This 
Cooper S model is plenty quick enough in a 
straight line thanks to its smooth and incredibly 


flexible 2.0-litre engine, but it could use a more 
exciting noise to keep it company. 

Most body types will find the seats supportive 
and comfortable. That helps concentration, which 
is handy because outward visibility isn’t the best, 
especially when the head-up display is active. Lots 
of headroom means you’d better raise that seat up 
for an improved view. 

At the basic on-the-road price the Cooper S is 
something of a bargain compared to, say, a Volk¬ 
swagen Golf GTI, but add the options you really 
want (or need, for residual value’s sake) and the 
playing field is quickly levelled. 

Be careful with the throttle and you could see 
over 60mpg on a 50mph cruise. That plunges with 
the enthusiastic stomping the engine tempts out of 
your right foot, but the potential is there if you 
really want to save fuel. 

Anyone looking at a well-specced Golf or Al 
could benefit from a look at the Clubman. The twin 
boot doors have one or two advantages for practi¬ 
cality and recesses in the front seat backs make sure 
there’s enough room for four average-height adults 
without breaking a sweat. It could be a useful - and 
stylish - car for any two-child family.

KANE’S HAT-TRICK 
LIFTS TOTTENHAM

HARRY KANE expressed his delight after 
ending his goal drought in fine style by hitting a 
hat-trick in Tottenham Hotspur’s crushing win at 
Bournemouth on Sunday. 

The striker has struggled to match his stunning 
exploits of last season in the early months of the 
current campaign and had only scored once for 
Spurs prior to the match. 

But he put his problems in front of goal behind 
him by netting three times to help Tottenham 
recover from falling behind early on to romp to a 
5-1 victory which saw them climb up to sixth place 
in the table. 

“As a striker you are going to go in and out of 
spells,” he said. “Eve not had a bit of luck that 
maybe I had last season and this was the day it 
changed with chances coming my way. 

“You’re never going to just be on a high, you’re 
going to have ups and downs. It’s about maintain¬ 
ing your focus, not getting too carried away and 
trying to stay patient. That’s what I’ve been doing. 

“I don’t think I’ve been doing that badly overall. 
In this match the ball dropped for me nicely and I 
was able to put it in the back of the net. I feel I’ve 
been playing well, as a team we’re playing well 
and I’m delighted to get the three goals.” 

While Kane was delighted with his own display, 
he was even more pleased with the overall team 
performance as Spurs extended their unbeaten run 
in the league to nine matches. 

He added: “Bournemouth started well, but other 
than the first five minutes it was one of the best 
performances we’ve had. We played well, pressed 
high and created chances. Overall we’re delighted 
with the way we played, especially scoring the five 
goals. It was a good day for us. 

“We haven’t lost in the Premier League since 
the opening day of the season. Confidence is sky 
high, we’re playing well and even the draws we’ve 
had we could have won. We’re slowly climbing 


the table, we’re happy with where we are and we 
have to keep progressing and getting better.” 

Head coach Mauricio Pochettino believes that 
Kane will feel the benefit of having gone through 
a difficult spell in the long term, and also expressed 
his satisfaction at the way in which the side 
bounced back from their slow start. 

“It’s important for us, for the team and for Harry,” 


he said. “We always believed in him. Now he can 
understand the good and the bad in football. He’ll 
have learned a lot during this period. In football, 
sometimes you learn a lot in the bad moments. 

“I was very pleased with the reaction of the 
players, which was fantastic. We fully deserved 
the win and created even more chances. 

“It was a very difficult game against a team that 


looks to play on the floor, runs a lot and is very 
aggressive, and our effort was fantastic in the 
way we pressed and put them under pressure. 

“For me, it’s the way we reacted after we con¬ 
ceded the early goal. The mentality was strong 
and the way we played, we pushed hard, put them 
under pressure and after that we were clinical in 
front of goal.”

HARINGEY BOROUGH remain 
stuck at the foot of Ryman League 
Division One North after suffering a 
2-1 defeat at home to Phoenix Sports 
on Saturday.

The visitors used the pace of Mar¬ 
telli and Kwame Asamoah to good 
effect as they tried to get back into 
the match, but they were undone on 
the break with 15 minutes remaining 
as Leigh Bremner drilled the ball 
into the net from close range to seal 
Cray’s victory.
